We are forever building churches, organizing

I doubt it. 
I do not relish the role of a peddler of pessimism, 
but I do nov think I am here assuming that role. I 
F “ am only indulging in a bit of 
honest realism that will help us 
to achieve & more spiritual re- 
ligion, @ more vital education, a 
more genuine politics, and a more 
creative Iiterature. 

The jonger I live the more I 
am driven to the conviction that 
the social order dictates the sort 
of religion, education, politics, 
and literature we shal) have far 
more than religion, education, 
politics and Mterature dictate the 
sort of social order we shall have, 

The gods of successive geterations reflect the out- 
look and objectives of the men who worship them. 
Whether education be fostered in schools privately 
Ondowed by the successful or publicly promoted by 
the state, education takes ite color from the age in 
which it functions, as the dyer’s hand is subdued to 
the color it works in, 

Politics in a pastoral age of simple relations ts far 
different from politics in an industrial age of complex 
relations, 

And literature, save in glowing fragments of ex- 
ception, is not made by secular monks segregated from 
the life of their time, 

Literature takes on the look of the age in which it 
is written, 

Even if we do not worry unduly about it, the kind 
of literature this machine age of ours ts producing is 
@ matier that will react upon our children and our 
children’s children, 

It will not make their age, but it will become part 
of their cultural or anti-cultural heritage. 

Edward J, O'Brien, who has spent several years 
preparing annual anthologies of “the best short 
stories” produced in the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, realizing that the social system of an age inevit- 
ably reflects itself in the short stories of its authors, 
has given extended consideration to the machine age, 
whose literary product he has been judging, and has 
published his observations in a volume called “The 
Dance of the Machines.”

the North Saskatchewan river, as the most suitable, 
was abandoned for some unknown reason, for the one 
now followed over the bare plains of the south,...... 
The movements of some of the great railway compan- 
les this fall have however revived the hopes of many. 
The first move in this direction was made by the 
C.P.R. getting control of and beginning work on the 
R. and L.L.; the road that was so heavily subsidized

Chairman Reports 

Mr. MacCosham then called upon 
A. T. Cushing, chairman of the pub

Mr, Cushing referred to the fact

17,500, approximately about 25° per 
cent of the total population of the 
elty, This, he believed, was the largest 
proportion of any city in Canada, 

With these figures to show the great 
size of the question, he urged a sane, 
business-like administration of school 
affairs, not «a penny-pinching par- 
simonious policy 

He referred to the record of the 
present school board in improving 
housing and other conditions directly 
relating to education, 

He charged that one Labor member 
of the school board had strenuously 
opposed this constructive policy. 

High School Problem 

He said the high school problem 
Was a most acute one at the present 
time. He referred to a possible solu- 
tion by a double shift, but sald that 
experiments conducted in other cities 
had shown that this plan was not 
wise 

A proper building program for high 
school purposes was absolutely neces- 
sary, he said, and \t was up to the 
citizens to say whether they wanted 
this work in the hands of business 
men elected by popular vote, or by | 
the Labor party. 

The speaker made a plea to elect 
school trustees, who by reason of 
business and educational experience, |
